PERCE NEGOTIATIONS 


I-ondon. Dec. 22. -The crisis of the 
peace conference will be n ic h e d at 
the session tomorrow, lf the Turks 
decide to waive their demand for r e ­ 
victualing Adrianople the allies will 
present their terms for 
p ea ce . 
The 
conference can then proceed to the. 
discussion of it** real business. 
Pod ay the Turkish Cablne 
met and 
i telegraphed instructions to the Otto­ 
man delegation. All the. delegations 
held conferences at their hotels and 
dispatched long cipher telegram s to 
their governm ents. 
The a llies oppose the Turkish re­ 
quest for ihe provisioning of Adrian­ 
ople, pot only for the 
reason

Opening another chalder of warfare 
is a step which the allies do not in­ 
vite, but tor which they profess to be 
fully prepared. W hile 
suspicion 
ex­ 
ists that the lurks have, been sparring 
to gain time since the conference as­ 
sem bled ten days ago, the concensus 
of opinion is that the Turkish gov* 
I em inent will recognize the situation 
and conclude peace, and that the po­ 
litical situation in Constantinople dic­ 
tates that source. The advice which 
i the principal Pow ers have been giv­ 
ing to Turkey is in the direction of 
peace.

ceptable m ediation,

-A BLUE SKY” LAW. 
The “blue sky” law of Kansas is 
for a great deal of comment, most of 
which is favorable. This law is de­ 
signed to 
knock 
out 
hawkers 
of 
worthless stocks of all kinds, and is 
said to be both simple and effective. 
It requires that before stock in any 
company can be sold in the state it 
must have the approval of the state 
bank commissioner. That such a law 
is badly needed is proved by the fact 
that it is known that not less than 
$75,000,000 annually is taken from the 
i pockets of the people by grafters with 
smooth tongues and rainbow promises 
of great fortunes waiting for any one 
who will go after them. Sometimes it 
is a gold mine, sometimes coffee or 
rubber plantations in the tropics and 
sometimes it is a land graft in some 
arid region of the west. No matter 
how often these schemes are exposed 
by the press, the crop of suckers doe®

votes, but in the county seat elec­ 
tion its vote was 1,882. 
f raud is alleged in every voting 
precinct in Sapulpa, the protestants 
claiming that Sapulpa’* true and le­ 
gal vol.* was only 2.421 
Throughout 
the county, thus leaving Bistow with 
2* i majority, and the Supreme Court 
is asked to so declare. 
The election complained of was the 
second held to determine the county 
seat of Creek county. Sapulpa was 
awarded the emporary honors by the 
constitution:!! convention, when the 
county was ( reared. An election was 
held in 1908 upon petition 
filed 
by 
citizens oi Bristow and Sapulpa won, 
but the election was declared void by 
'he, supreme court. 
The second elec- 
I Bon was called by Gov. Cruce upon 
the old petition, and now its result 
is brought into Question.

CHEROKEES MUST DIVIDE 
AVITH FREEDMEN 


^ Washington, Dec. 23.—The right of 
7,000 Cherokee freedmen to partici­ 
pate in the distribution of the lands 
and funds belonging to the Cherokoe 
Indian nation was sustained Friday 
by Judge Anderson of the D istrict of 
Columbia supreme court. 
The court 
sustained the government’s dem urrer 
o a suit ot the Keetoowah society to 
restrain the secretary of the interim 
from permitting the freedmen partici­ 
pating in the property. The case was 
dismissed. 
The freedmen claim that their share 
ih the property runs anywhere from 
$5,000,000 to $50,OOO,OOo. The Keetoo­ 
wah society as composed of full-blood 
Cherokee Indians in Oklahoma. The 
freedmen 
are 
the 
descendants 
of 
slaves of the Cherokees and are of 
mixed Indian and negro blood. 
The court in dismissing 
the 
suit 
said the freedmen were clearly en­ 
vied to equal rights with the native 
Cherokees. The Keetoowha3 have the 
right of appeal.
